Situation Quiet 
As Governor 
Continues Defiance 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. <U.F)—Gov. 
Orval E. Faubus, weary from his 
bout with the federal government 
i over his refusal to permit school 
integration 
here, 
cancelled 
all 
schedules today and went to bed 
for a rest. 
Faubus, under federal injunction 
subpena for his continued defiance 
i of court orders to remove National 
Guard troops from a school, had 
been scheduled to appear on a 
statewide radio hookup today. 
The governor, who has been or­ 
dered to a hearing on the injunc­ 
tion m atter Sept. 20, had planned 
to submit to telephoned questions 
; from listeners in an effort to have 
: their guidance about 
his future 
' course. 
Arnold Sikes, adm inistrative as 
sistant to Faubus, said the gover­ 
nor at first objected to calling off 
the broadcast but "realized there 
was nothing new to report and that 
the situation was stalem ated” until 
the subpena hearing. 


I 
All was quiet today at both Cen­ 
tral High, where a few NaLonal 
Guardsmen lolled around the area, 
and at N orth Little Rock High 
where there was a tense Integra- 
j tion incident earlier in the week. 
A spokesman in his office said 
Faubus was not ill but had gone 
I to bed for the day to get a much 
needed rest. 
Other Developments 


His decision to continue his de­ 
fiance of the federal courts and 
I the U. S. Justice D epartm ent came 
amid these developments on the in- 
: tegration scene: 


Birmingham — The Rev. F. L. 
Shuttlesworth. beaten by white men 
when he tried to take Negro chil­ 
dren to a white school, abandoned 
his integration plans temporarily. 
Washington — Sen. Richard L. 
N euberger (D-Ore.) said he will in­ 
troduce soon after Congress recon­ 
venes in January a oill barring use 
of National Guardsmen as “the per- 
jsonal army or storm troop unit of 
a governor.” 
Newport — President Eisenhow­ 
er apparently was sticking to his 
policy of patience in the handling 
of the Little Rock dispute. 
W ashington — Sen. H ubert H. 
Humphrey (D-Minn.) called on Ei­ 
senhower to set up the newly au­ 
thorized federal civil rights com­ 
mission immediately. 
It would in- 
1 castigate civil rights compaints and 
, possibly recommend any needed 
legislation. 
W ashington — Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles expressed con­ 
cern over the effect the Arkansas 
school fight would have on U. S 
international relations. 


'Regrettable Legislation' 


President Signs New Immigration 
Law, Calls It a Disappointment 


NEWPORT, R. I. apl—President 
Eisenhower signed the new im m i­ 
gration law today, but he called 
it “ regrettable” legislation. 
“ This 
mea.Mire, 
while 
making 
improvem ents in present practices, 
is a disappointment in that it fails 
to deal with many of the serious 
inequities inherent in the Immigra 
tion 
and 
Nationality 
Act,” 
the 
President said in a statem ent ac­ 
companying his approval of the 
bill. 
The President signed the bill be­ 
cause it put into effect some of his 
recommendations to Congress last 
January. 
But he objected to the failure of 
Congress to grant perm anent resi­ 
dence to Hungarian refugees, and 
the fact that the bill did not estab­ 
lish policies on admitting refugees 
and escapees from persecution and 
oppression. 
The bill allows 60.000 aliens, over 
and above present 
immigration 
quotas, to come into the country 
during the next two years if they 


can establish “ hardship” case^ 
Eisenhower 
wanted 
a 
much 
broader overhaul of the im m ig ra­ 
tion law. He saiu today his recom 
rn end a tion s of last Jan u ary should 
be “ promptly considered” by the 
next session of Congress. 
The law contains a provision a1 
lowing the government to waive 
the fingerprinting now required of 
visitors who are not imm igrants. 
Russia has bitterly attacked this 
fingerprinting 
rule 
Its 
revision 
was part of Eisenhower's Jan. 31 
request to Congress. 
Another clause would allow up 
to 50 foreign diplomats a y ear who 
break with their governments to 
apply 
for perm anent 
residence 
here, subject to approval by the 
U S attorney general and to veto 
by Congress. 
The President signed the bill in 
his small office here on the New 
port Navy base 
He decided, too,

Circuit Judge C. Ross Reynolds 
today ruled in favor of the removal 
of Don Williams from the Harris­ 
burg city council but Trafton Den­ 
nis, Williams’ attorney, said that 
he would appeal the decision. 
Williams was named in quo war­ 
ranto proceedings filed by Mayor 
Claud Gibbons and Commissioner 
Morris Darnell, who sought to have 
him removed from the council on 
grounds that Williams had moved 
outside the city limits since his 
election.

This 
would allow Syria, if it chooses, 
to ease its tightened links with 
Moscow. 
Avoid Pressure Action 
—Avoid any action which might 
put pressure on the United State*- 
to intervene in Syria with armed 
force. 
Undercut Soviet propaganda at­ 
tributing 
“war plans” 
against 
Syria to the United States. 
—Assure Israel that the speed­ 
up 
delivery 
of previously 
pro­ 
grammed arms to Jordan. Saudi 
Arabia. Lebanon and Iraq does not 
jeopardize Israel’s security. 
The new American approach to 
the Syrian crisis is in sharp con­ 
trast to tactics followed by the Ei­ 
senhower administration only 
a 
few days ago. 
Alarm Bell Sounds 
A 
series of administration ac­ 
tions and statements sounded the 
alarm 
bell. 
Official 
statements 
voiced ‘‘deep concern” and out­ 
lined the possibility of American 
intervention under the Eisenhower 
Doctrine or within the United Na­ 
tions. 
President 
Eisenhower, 
Secre­ 
tary of State John Foster Dulles 
and Henderson met at the White 
House last Saturday in extraordi­ 
nary session. 
Arms deliveries to 
Syria’s Arab neighbors were ac­ 
celerated with great fanfare. 
The new and more moderate 
approach may be tied to the faster 
arms deliveries 
to Jordan 
and 
other Arab countries.

State Payroll 
Higher in July 


SPRINGFIELD (PT)— The state 
payroll for July climbed to $16,* 
624,639, an increase of SI,066,621 
from the previous month, state Au­ 
ditor Elbert S. Smith reported to­ 
day. 
The jump was largely a reflec­ 
tion of increased state salary sched­ 
ules undei the new personnel code. 
The number of all* state employes 
totaled 49.833 in July, a decrease of 
1,104 from June. 
The figures include state-operat­ 
ed colleges and universities, and 
exclusive 
of educational 
institu­ 
tions the total number of state em­ 
ployes for July was 39,337, compar­ 
ed with 37.927 a month earlier. 
The 49,933 persons on the state 
payroll in July was 570 higher than 
in July, 1956. 
However the num­ 
ber of persons employed in all 
state agencies except educational 
institutions increased by 1,132 dur­ 
ing the year, while the employes 
of the state educational institutions 
decreased by 562 
Total payroll costs for all state 
agencies increased by $1,202,546, 
or slightly more than 7 per cent, 
during the year.

The commission is empowered 
to construct new school facilities 
for local school use, with rent-like 
payments to pay off the costs of 
construction 
a n d 
maintenance 
over a 20-year period. 
Once the 
building has been paid for, 
it be­ 
comes the property of the local 
school districts.
